which has extended its bill of fare to 
ir-cludo small mammals, birus, and 
reptiles. Its hooked beak Is well adapt- 
ed to tearing Its pioy, while to make 
amends for the lack of talons it has 
bit upon tho plaa ot forcing its victim, 
if too large to swallow, into the fork 
of a bush or tree, where it can tear 
it asunder. Insects, espccUlly grass- 
hoppers, constitute the larger part of 
ita food, though b tlas, moths, cater- 
pillars, onto, wasps, and a fow spiders 
are aloo taken. 
Whilo the butcher 


bird occasionally catenas small birds, 
its principal vertebrate food Is small 
mammals, as field mice, shrews, and 
moles, and when possible it obtains 
lizards. It habitually impales its sur- 
plus prey on a thorn, sharp twig, or 
barb of. a wire fence.
